W ashington, Aug. 5.—Colonel Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt of the rough riders has 
succeeded in hurrying the movements 
of the war department in fetching 
Shafter’s army away from Santiago, 
though in his disregard of convention­ 
alities he has drawn upon his head a 
rather sharp rebuke from the secretary 
of war, who evidently regards the 
course pursued by Colonel Roosevelt aa 
being calculated to injure discipline, 
though inspired by the most worthy 
motives. It is only fair to state that 
the war department for some time has 
been intent upon removing these troops, 
and it is now more than a week ago 
that General Shafter was instructed by 
a special cablegram to cheer up the sol­ 
diers by publicly informing them of 
this determination. 
The department yesterday gave oat a 
statement of its recourses in the way of 
transports at Santiago, and also, as an 
incident, directed attention to the fact 
that the troops cannot be withdrawn as 
a whole nntil the Spanish prisoners are 
disposed of. Otherwise there is no cer­ 
tainty that, finding themselves able to 
do so, the Spaniards would not over­ 
power their captors, repossess them­ 
selves of Santiago. It is, however, the 
expectation that ail 
the 
American 
troops will have been removed from 
Santiago to the United States by the 
end of this month. 
It has already provided for their re­ 
ception an ideal Camp at Montauk 
Point, L. I., and orders were sent for­ 
ward Wednesday .to begin the home­ 
ward movement by embarking at San­ 
tiago five cavalry regiments of Shaf­ 
ter’s force, including Roosevelt’s rough 
riders. 


letter to General Shatter regarding ens 
condition of affairs, all the American 
general officers united in a round-robin, 
addressed to General Shafter. It reads: 
“We, the undersigned officers com­ 
manding the various brigades, divisions, 
etc., of the army of the occupation in 
Cuba, are of the unanimous opinion 
that this army should be at once taken 
out of the island of Cuba and sent to 
some point on the northern sea coast of 
the United States; that it can be done 
without danger to the people of the 
United States; that yellow fever in the 
army at present is not epidemic; that 
there are only a few sporadic eases, but 
that the army is disabled by malarial 
fever to the extent that its efficiency is 
destroyed, and that it is in a condition 
to be practically destroyed by an epi­ 
demic of yellow fever, which is sure to 
come in the near future. 
“We know from the reports of com­ 
petent officers and from personal ob­ 
servations that the army is unable to 
move into the interior and that there 
are no facilities for such a move if at­ 
tempted nntil too late. Moreover, the 
best medical authorities of the island 
say that with our present equipment 
we could not live in the interior daring 
the rainy season without losses from 
malarial fever, which is almost as 
deadly as yellow fever. 
“This army must be moved at once 
or perish. 
As the army can be safely 
moved now, the persons responsible for 
preventing such a move will be respon­ 
sible for the unneccessary loss of many 
thousands of lives. 
“Our opinions are the result ai care­ 
ful personal observation, and they are 
based on the unanimous opinion of our 
medical officers with the army, who un­ 
derstand the situation absolutely."

SECRETARY ALGER’S REBUKE 


The Letter We Received From Roosevelt 
and His Stinging Reply to 
the New Yorker. 


W ashington, Aug. 5.—The follow­ 
ing correspondence has passed between 
Colonel Roosevelt and Secretary Alger: 
Santiago, July 23, 1898. 
My D e a r Mr. S ecretary—I 
am 
writing with the knowledge and ap­ 
proval of General Wheeler. 
We earnestly hone that yon will send 
us—most of the regulars, and at any 
rate the cavalry division, including the 
rough riders, who are as good as any 
regulars and three times as good as any 
state troops, to Porto Rioo. There are 
1.800 effective men in* this division: if 
those who were left behind were joined 
to them, we could land at Porto Rioo, 
in this cavalry division, close to 4,000 
men, who would be worth, easily, any 
10,000 national guards armed with black 
powder Springfields or other archaic

Ex-Senator Reagan said it might as 
well be written down that Cuba would 
soon be a part of the United States. 
The American people were interested 
in the instruction of the Nicaragua 
canal, and he believed we would have 
to have coaling stations in Samoa, the 
ladrone islands and at Manila.

W ashington, Aug. 3.—Thera was an 
expectation at the state department 
that perhaps towards the close of the 
afternoon yesterday some word might 
be received from Spain through the 
French ambassador in reply to the 
president’s deliverance Wednesday upon 
the subject of peace conditions. This 
expectation was based upon the fact 
that the terms themselves had not been 
modified in any essestial point, so that 
there was little occasion for prolonged 
discussion by 
the 
Spanish cabinet, 
which was presumed to have thoroughly 
considered this matter before rendering 
the first reply. However, it was per­ 
ceived from the news dispatches that 
the Madrid cabinet meeting had been 
inconclusive, so 'it was then presumed 
that nothing definite could be expected 
before today at the earliest. 
There is a confident belief among the 
administration officials that the Span­ 
ish government will accept the terms 
laid down by the president, and that 
the delay of a day or two in recogniz­ 
ing the inevitable is to be accounted for 
by reasons of Spanish internal politics, 
which would not countenance an unre­ 
sisting submission without at least a 
display of purpose to improve the terms. 
This, however, cannot be accomplished, 
and the French ambassador, who is 
well aware of that fact, unquestion­ 
ably bas so informed the Spanish gov­ 
ernment, thongh that government has 
preserved its record in good form to 
meet the criticism of its political op­ 
ponents by submitting the counter 
proposition presented Wednesday by 
M. Cam bon to the president. Mean­ 
while preparations for the Wade expe­ 
dition go on steadily, a number of gen­ 
eral officers being yesterday ordered to 
attach themselves thereto, among them 
General Randall, who was assigned 
only yesterday to command the new 
military camp at Montauk Point. 
Navy department officials also insist 
that no change has been made in the 
orders to the Watson squadron. In- 
there seems to be now evident a 
se to dispatch this fine squadron 
opean waters regardless of the 
termination of the war, the idea being 
that the splendid display which will 
be made by the American ships will 
have a benefical effect in inspiring re­ 
spect for our naval strength. 
Firmly but courteously the president 
declined the earnest appeal of the 
French ambassador to modify the 
United States demands except in slight 
and 
comparatively unimportant re­ 
spects. There is no doubt that the 
peace negotiations are progressing to 
the entire satisfaction or the president 
and the members of the cabinet. A 
statement to that effect was made by a 
high official of the administration, who 
expressed the belief that within a very 
short time there would be a complete 
cessation of hostilities. 
The conference Wednesday aftesnoon 
at the White House, in which the pres­ 
ident, M. Cambon and Secretary Day 
participated, was devoted almost en­ 
tirely to a discussion of details, which 
are regarded by the president as anim- 
Krtant and hence the requests of the 
en ch ambassador, for the most part, 
will be acceded to. One of these was 
that the commission to be appointed to 
settle the terms of peace, shall meet 
outside of the United States, and pre­ 
ferably in France. The president sees 
no material objection to granting this 
request and it is said to be practically 
settled that tbs wnCetane** will be held 
in Paris.

The stories which were told at the 
time, that the American sailors were 
forced to take the Spaniards from the 
hands of the Cubans in order to save 
them from destruction, are denied bv 
Colonel Cebreco, who points to Samp­ 
son’s receipt for them as evidence they 
were being properly held. Other docu­ 
ments whioii will arrive in this coun­ 
try along with the original receipt will 
also contain information calculated to 
place General Garcia and his men in a 
much better light before the American 
people.

letter to General spatter regarding cue 
condition of affairs, all the American 
general officers united in a round-robiu, 
addressed to General Shafter. It reads: 
“ We, the undersigned officers com- 
Blanding the various brigades, divisions, 
etc., of the army of the occupation in 
Cuba, are of the unanimous opinion 
that this army should be at once taken 
out of the island of Cuba and sent to 
some point on the northern sea coast of 
the United States; that it can be done 
without danger to the people of the 
United States; that yellow fever in the 
army at present is not epidemic; that 
there are only a few sporadic cases, but 
that the army is disabled by malarial 
fever to the extent that its efficiency is 
destroyed, aud that it is in a condition 
to be practically destroyed by an epi­ 
demic of yellow fever, which is sure to 
come in the near future. 
“ We know from the reports of com­ 
petent officers and from personal ob­ 
servations that the army is unable to 
move into the interior and that there 
ore no facilities for such a move if at­ 
tempted until too late. Moreover, the 
best medical authorities of the island 
say that with our present equipment 
we could not live in the interior during 
the rainy season without losses from 
malarial fever, which is almost as 
deadly as yellow fever. 
“This army must be moved at once 
or perish. 
As the army can be safely 
moved now, the persons responsible for 
preventing such a move will be respon­ 
sible for the unnecessary loss of many 
thousands of lives. 
“Oar opinions are the result of care­ 
ful personal observation, and they are 
based on the unanimous opinion of our 
medical officers with the army, who un­ 
derstand the situation absolutely.”

C h ic a g o , Aug. 
5.—The Hawaiian 
commission, composed pf Senator Cul­ 
lom of Illinois, Senator Morgan of Ala­ 
bama aud Representative Hitt of Illi­ 
nois, met here yesterday morning and 
had inf ormal talks with a number of 
business men. 
They were given a 
luncheon by the Hon. Alexander H. 
Beveil, president of the Union League 
club, where they met a number of 
prominent Chicagoans. 
Among the guests were Comptroller 
Dawes, ex-Senator Reagan of Texas, 
the Hon. George E. Adams, the Hon. 
Thomas Bryan, Mr. J. Mitchell, the 
Hon. William Penn Nixon, Mr. H. H. 
Kohlsaat, General John McNnlta, Dr. 
William R. Harper and Dr. Harry 
Wade Rogers. 
Senator Morgan said the annexation 
of Hawaii would result in the construc­ 
tion of the Nicaragua canal. [Applause.] 
Caba was free, Porto Rico belonged to 
the United States; Hawaii was annexed 
and the canal was unavoidable. Our 
flag had been raised in the Philippines 
and no man in America woald permit 
it to be hauided down. [Applause.] 
Senator Cullom said the Nicaragua 
canal would be built, and praised Presi­ 
dent McKinley’s conduct of the war, as 
did Congressman Hitt. Senator Cul­ 
lom said Mason and Dixon’s line had 
been blotted out aud we were one 
people. 
L.X-Senator Reagan said it might as 
well be written down that Cuba would 
soon be a part of the United States. 
The American people were interested 
in the ^construction of the Nicaragua 
canal, aud he believed we would have 
to have coaling stations in Samoa, the 
ladrone islands and at Manila. It was 
now within our reach to become the 
greates commercial nation in the world. 
Acquisition of territory, he said, was 
spoken of as being “imperialism.” It 
had been said that Jefferson was the 
grc at apostle of civil liberty and demo­ 
cratic principles, yet if the acquisition 
of territory was imperialism, “Jeffer­ 
son was the greatest imperialist this 
country has ever produced.”

N e w Y o r k , Aug. 5.—Stephen E. 
Barton, chairman of the executive com­ 
mittee of the American Red Cross, yes­ 
terday received a cablegram, under 
date of Wednesday, from Miss Clara 
Barton. The message conveys the in­ 
formation that there are sufficient sup­ 
plies on hand at the Red Cross base foi 
the present, with the exception of rice, 
for which there is great need. Supplies, 
Miss Barton continues, will be sent to 
Gibara and Baracoa, on the northern 
coast of the island. 
Great suffering is known to exist in 
both cities, and it is believed that Miss 
Barton intends to take up the relief 
there immediately. 
Ice was being distributed daily at the 
Santiago aud Siboney hospitals.

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 3.—There was an 
expectation at the state department 
that perhaps towards the close of the 
afternoon yesterday some word might 
be received from Spain through the 
French ambassador in reply to the 
president’s deliverance Wednesday upon 
the subject of peace conditions. This 
expectation was based upon the fact 
that the terms themselves had not been 
modi fled in any essestial point, so that 
there was little occasion for prolonged 
discussion by the Spanish cabinet, 
which was presumed to have thoroughly 
considered this matter before rendering 
the first reply. However, it was per­ 
ceived from the news dispatches that 
the Madrid cabinet meeting had been 
inconclusive, so it was then presumed 
that nothing definite coaid be expected 
before today at the earliest. 
There is a confident belief among the 
administration officials that the Span­ 
ish government will accept the terms 
laid down by the president, and that 
the delay of a day or two in recogniz­ 
ing the inevitable is to be accounted for 
by reasons of Spanish internal politics, 
whioh would not countenance an unre­ 
sisting submission without at least a 
display of purpose to improve the terms. 
This, however, cannot be accomplished, 
and the French ambassador, who is 
well aware of that fact, unquestion­ 
ably has so informed the Spanish gov­ 
ernment, though that government has 
preserved its record in good form to 
meet the criticism of its political op­ 
ponents by submitting the counter 
proposition presented Wednesday by 
M . Cam bon to the president. Mean­ 
while preparations for the Wade expe­ 
dition go on steadily, a number of gen­ 
eral officers being yesterday ordered to 
attach themselves thereto, among them 
General Randall, who was assigned 
only yesterday to command the new 
military camp at Montauk Point. 
Navy department officials also insist 
that no change has been made in the 
orders to the Watson squadron. 
In- 
there seems to be now evident a 
se to disDatch this fine squadron 
opean waters regardless of the 
termination of the war, the idea being 
that the splendid display which will 
be made by the American ships will 
have a benefical effect in inspiring re 
spect for our naval strength. 
Firmly but courteously the president 
declined the earnest appeal of the 
French ambassador to modify the 
United States demands except in slight 
and 
comparatively unimportant re­ 
spects. There is no doubt that the 
peace negotiations are progressing to 
the entire satisfaction or the president 
and the members of the cabinet. A 
statement to that effect was made by a 
high official of the administration, who 
expressed the belief that within a very 
short time there would be a complete 
cessation of hostilities. 
The conference Wednesday afternoon 
at the White House, in which the pres­ 
ident, M. Cambon and Secretary Day 
participated, was devoted almost en­ 
tirely to a discussion of details, which 
are regarded by the president as unim­ 
portant aud hence the requests of the 
French ambassador, for the most part, 
will be acceded to. One of these was 
that the commission to be appointed to 
settle the terms of peace, shall meet 
outside of the United States, and pre­ 
ferably in France. The president sees 
no material objection to granting this 
request aud it is said to be practically 
settled that 
Knitetancios will be held 
in Paris. 
The Madrid government, through M. 
Cambon, propounded a 
number 
of 
questions as to the time when Spain 
would be expected to evacuate Cuba 
and the territory to be ceded the United 
States, aud as to what provision woald 
be made by the United States to pro­ 
tect the interests of Spanish subjects 
in these islauds| while the evacuation 
was in progress. M. Cambon was in­ 
formed upon all of these points pre­ 
sumably to his satisfaction. 
There is one point, however, which 
the Spanish authorities, judging from 
their communication to their represen­ 
tative here, fail fully to comprehend, 
and Secretary Day ’s call upon the am­ 
bassador Wednesday night was for the 
purpose principally of making perfectly

5.—It can ba 
stated on authority that the Cubans 
captured Admiral Cervera and the sail­ 
ors of his ship, and that Colonel Oe- 
breoo of Garcia’s army holds Admiral 
Sampson’s writen receipt for these pris­ 
oners. This official document will be 
in this country in a few days. When 
it arrived the entire situation prior to 
and after the fall of Santiago with ref­ 
erence to General Garcia and the Cu­ 
bans will be ventilated. 
The Cuban 
leaders will point to Admiral Sampson’s 
receipt as the evidence that the Spanish 
sailors were not in danger of their lives, 
but had been formally captured and 
put under gnard when the American 
naval officers had reached the beach. 
It is regarded as singular that Ad­ 
miral Sampson’s report failed to men­ 
tion the Cubans’ instrumentality in the 
oapture of Cervera and his men. The 
Spanish sailors, as they leaped from the 
deck of the ship into the surf, were 
armed with their sailors’ knives, and it 
was their intention to make their way 
back to Santiago. Colonel Cebreoo and 
his men, however, foiled this attempt 
and forced the surrender of the sailors. 
The stories which were told at the 
time, that the American sailors were 
forced to take the Spaniards from the 
hands of the Cabans in order to save 
them from destruction, are denied bv 
Colonel Cebreco, who points to Samp­ 
son’s receipt for them a* evidence they 
were being properly held. Other docu­ 
ments whioii will arrive in this coun­ 
try along with the original receipt will 
also oontain information calonlated to 
place General Garcia and his men in a 
much better light before the American 
people. 
It is now claimed that when Acting 
Rear Admiral Sampson left the fleet 
before the battle he signaled for the 
commanders of the vessels not to ob­ 
serve his signals. 
Later when 
the 
Spanish ships came out of the harbor, 
the command must have fallen upon 
Schley. Nevertheless Sampson, in his 
report, declared he signaled the fleet.

Connell met last evening and decided 
to once more ask the people to vote them 
sufficient money to make w hat repairs 


are n e e d e d to the streets. 
Every member of Connell was present 
when President Marshall called the see- 
Bion to order, and explained that by 
reason of so many washouts it was 
necessary to devise means for repairing 
the damage. He stated that he had in- 
Btmcted Engineer George to go over the 
streets and make an estimate of the cost 
of repairing them, and council could 
pass an ordinance to submit the qaestion 
to the people on Aug. 20 at tile same 
time the hospital project is voted upon. 
Engineer George then stated there 
would be 6,500 yards of paving to be 
taken np and relaid in Lincoln avenue, 
1,600 yards in Avondale street and 75 
yards in Jefferson street at a cost of 60 
eents a yard. There was also about 300 
feet of curbing to be reset at a cost of 
$20, making the total cost $8,904, or 
practically $4,000. 
Six hundred dollars was estimated to 
repair the damage at the foot of Avon­ 
dale street, and it will take $4,600 to 
put in the three culverts in East End. 
Engineer George then called attention 
to the fact that the side drain in Cal­ 
cutta road was working oat and gravel 
or slag should be placed on the road. 
Mr. Ashbangh then said: “Don’t you 
think or don’t council think that after 
Lincoln avenue had stood for years and 
it was torn up by a gas company that 
they should pay the bill or be compelled 
to fix the street? The ordinance reads 
that they shall use not less than a 40 
pound weight when they repave instead 
of a pine board. Did yon ever have any 
trouble with a hill street before they be­ 
gan tearing it up?” 
Engineer George replied that if the 
gas company was the oause of the dam­ 
ages it should pay it, but that Avondale 
street had caused the city some trouble. 
Mr. Ashbangh then baked that the 
building of a culvert m Tanyard run be 
included in the bond issue, but council 
thought it should be a separate issue. 
The amount for repairing Calcutta 
road was placed at $300, and the con­ 
tractor on Lisbon street will be instructed 
to complete his work as soon as possible. 
Mr. Cain said the water main in West 
Market street was uncovered and should 
be fixed, and Mr. H. A. McNicol called 
attention to the way the water ran down 
West Marketsfcreet. He thought Spring 
street, Basil avenue, Woodlawn avenue 
and Grant street should be improved as 
soon as possible, and stated that the 
residents were willing to stand their 
assessments. 
Upon motion of Mr. Peach the clerk 
was instructed to introduce resolutions 
at the next meeting of council to im­ 
prove West Market street by grading 
the roadway, setting curb, paving side­ 
walks and laying gutters from Sheridan 
avenue to the intersection of Peake and 
Waterloo streets. Grant street will be 
improved in like manner from West 
Market street to Lincoln avenue, while 
Spring street, Basil avenue and Wood­ 
lawn avenue will also be improved the 
same way. 
President Marshall said this improve­ 
ment was made necessary by the recent 
washouts, and the cost was placed at

Marshall replied: “That is simply what 
the citizens of East Liverpool and Amer­ 
ican people always refuse to do, and 
that is, to be forced. This would defeat 
the measure.” 
Mr. Stewart said he was in favor of 
placing the question in a separate issue, 
and told how sorry he was that the hos­ 
pital question had been submitted to 
the people while he had not been pres­ 
ent in council, and he would like to 
have that proposition withdrawn if pos­ 
sible. 
Mr. Peach said council shonld remem­ 
ber that they had no legal advisor with 
them and should be careful what steps 
they took, and that he wanted to be re­ 
corded as voting no. 
A vote was taken and the motion was 
lost, all Toting against it except Messrs. 
Ashbangh, Seckerson and Olnhausen. 
Mr. Olnhausen remarked that the 
amount now needed was $11,950 and it 
was all to be expended in the First 
and Second wards. He wanted to know 
where the Third and Fourth wards 
came in, and predicted disaster for the 
entire bond issue unless some money 
was expended in the Fourth ward. 
It was decided $400 was needed to re­ 
pair Accommodation alley at the ice 
plant, and $500 to build a sewer acrose 
Lisbon street at the residence of John 
Whan. 
Mr. Ashbangh interrupted the pro­ 
ceedings and suggested that the build­ 
ing of a culvert on Tanyard run would 
cost but $9,500 and thought the hospital 
issue might be dropped and the Tanyard 
question submitted. 
Mr. Marshall informed him that it 
was too late, as the plan woald have the 
direct opposition or all people in favor 
of a hospital. 
Sir. Olnhausen said: “Do yon mean 
to say yon want to put $4,500 on East 
End and none on Tanyard ran which is 
worth more than all of East End put to­ 
gether? 
Toot own people woald not 
turn oat and vote for the last bond issue. 
It will defeat the whole thing, and I am 
not in favor of it.” To this Mr. Mar­ 
shall said: “I am not your keeper and 
neither do I want to be. If this is voted 
down it makes no difference to me and 
do not care a snap.

He stated that he had in 
gtmcted Engineer George to go over the 
streets and make an estimate of the cost 
of repairing them, and council could 
pass an ordinance to submit the question 
to the people on Aug. 30 at the same 
time the hospital project is voted upon. 
Engineer George then stated there 
would be 0,500 yards of paving to be 
taken up and relaid in Lincoln avenne, 
1,600 yards in Avondale street and 75 
yards in Jefferson street at a cost of OO 
cents a yard. There was also about 300 
feet of curbing to be reset at a cost of. 
$20, making the total cost $8,904, or 
practically $4,000. 
Six hundred dollars was estimated to 
repair the damage at the foot of Avon­ 
dale street, and it will take $4,500 to 
put in the three culverts in East End. 
Engineer George then called attention 
to the fact that the side drain in Gal 
cotta road was working oat and grave 
or slag should be plaoed on the road. 
Mr. Ashbangh then said: “Don’t yon 
think or don’t council think that after 
Lincoln avenne had stood for years and 
it was torn up by a gas company that 
they should pay the bill or be compelled 
to fix the street? The ordinance reads 
that they shall use not less than a 40 
pound weight when they repave instead 
of a Dine board. Did yon ever have any 
trouble with a hill street before they be 
gan tearing it up?” 
Engineer George replied that if the 
gas company was the cause of the dam 
ages it should pay it, but that Ayondale 
street had caused the oity some trouble.

Report* From the Field Are of the Most 


C . r a t i f j i o * Nature, and Show That Sol- 
Jsfrs Have Been Greatly Aided by the 


Effort* o f the Association. 


The many people who are interested 
in Young Men’s Christian association 
work m the army will be pleased to 
learn that it will be continued so long 
as the Ohio regiments are in the field or 


d o i n g garrison duty. 
This conclusion 
was reached at a meeting of the execu­ 
t e committee held in Columbus, 
after Secretary Kling had reported on 
the good already accomplished. 
He said in the report that the work 
was to be commended for the careful­ 
ness with which it was done,and that in 
all of the camps the Ohio regiments 
have been cared for in the most satisfac­ 
tory manner. It was a conceded fact in 
the regiments from other states that no 
set of soldiers have been so well cared 
for than those from this state. 
The state has put about $3,000 into the 
work so far and the results have been 
wonderful. One of the greatest effects 
of the work is to make the men con­ 
tented. and this one feature is com­ 
mented on by all of the colonels of the 
regiments as one of the most valuable 
aids to discipline. With this assistance 
the colonels have been able to keep or­ 
der and do with their men what they 
conld not have done nuder any other 
circumstances. 
The new feature of the work that was 
considered was that for the men of the 
Tenth at Camp Bushnell. So far noth­ 
ing has been done in that line, owing to 
the uncertainty of the length of time the 
regiment would be in camp. The asso­ 
ciation did not care to go into the ex­ 
pense of maintaining a camp unless 
there was some prospect they would be 
there for some time. 
The following communication was 
prepared to be sent over the state: 
“The committee calls especial at­ 
tention to the fact that the temptations 
eurronndiug those men in camp or in 
garrison doty, or in times of peace, are 
really far greater than the temptations 
to which the men are exposed while in 
more active service. 
The committee 
does not hesitate to say that money, and 
even more money than has been con­ 
tributed already, will be needed for the 
work; and it calls upon the parents and 
the friends of the members of these 
regiments to immediately, and to the 
utmost of their ability, secure by organi­ 
zation or through individual efforts, the 
largest possible gifts and subscriptions 
for this work.” 
Regarding their work in the field now 
going on, they said they would maintain 
that as long as any of the Ohio soldiers 
were in camp in this country. The 
committee sent the following communi­ 
cation to the field secretaries: "A l­ 
though recognizing the great difficulties 
that confront us from nowon in the 
maintenance of the work in the camp 
and garrison, because of the feeling on 
the part of the people at large that the 
necessity of this work doses with the 
treaty of peace, the committee feels that 
it must not be abandoned, if possible to 
secure the means for its maintenance. 
The committee suggests that petitions 
for the continuance of this work, com­ 
bined with personal pledges for its sup­ 
port, be circulated among the regiments; 
and that all members of the regiments 
^quested to communicate to their

This conclusion 
was reached at a meeting of the execu­ 
tive 
com m ittee held in Columbus, 
after Secretary Kling had reported on 
the good already accomplished. 
He said in the report that the work 
was to be commended for the careful­ 
ness with which it was done,and that in 
all of the camps the Ohio regiments 
have been cared for in the most satisfac­ 
tory manner. It was a conceded fact in 
the regiments from other states that no 
get of soldiers have been so well cared 
for than those from this state. 
The state has pat about $3,000 into the 


work so far and the results have been 
wonderful. One of the greatest effects 


of the work is to make the men con­ 
tented. and this one feature is com­ 
mented on by all of the colonels of the 
regiments as one of the most valuable 
aids to discipline. With this assistance 
the colonels have been able to keep or­ 
der and do with their men what they 
could not have done under any other 
circumstances. 
The new feature of the work that was 
considered was that for the men of the 
Tenth at Camp Bnshnell. So far noth­ 
ing has been done in that line, owing to 
the uncertainty of the length of time the 
regiment would be in camp. The asso­ 
ciation did not care to go into the ex­ 
pense of maintaining a camp unless 
there was some prospect they would be 
there for some time. 
The following communication was 
prepared to be sent over the state: 
“The committee calls especial at­ 
tention to the fact that the temptations 
surrounding those men in camp or in 
garrison doty, or in times of peace, are 
really far greater than the temptations 
to which the men are exposed while in 
more active service. 
The committee 
does not hesitate to say that money, and 
even more money than has been con 
tributed already, will be needed for the 
work; and it calls upon the parents and 
the friends of the members of these 
regiments to immediately, and to the 
utmost of their ability, secure by organi­ 
zation or through individual efforts, the 
largest possible gifts and subscriptions 
for this work.” 
Regarding their work in the field now 
going on, they said they wonld maintain 
that as long as any of the Ohio soldiers 
were in camp in this country. The 
committee sent the following oommnni 
cation to the field secretaries: *'Al­ 
though recognizing the great difficulties 
that confront us from now on in the 
maintenance of the work in the camp 
and garrison, because of the feeling on 
the part of the people at large that the 
necessity of this work closes with the 
treaty of peace, the committee feels that 
it must not be abandoned, if possible to 
secure the means for its maintenance. 
The committee suggests that petitions 
for the continuance of this work, com­ 
bined with personal pledges for its sup­ 
port, be circulated among the regiments; 
and that all members of the regiments 
be requested to communicate to their 
friends at home, explaining the need 
and the practical value of the work, and 
nrge their co-operation by personal con­ 
tributions, either direct or through the 
°cal association, and by co-operations 
^ith such associations and others in 
organized efforts in behalf of this move­ 
ment.”

E x-Senator B lackburn’s Solution o f th e 
P hilippines Problem . 
Ex-Senator Blackburn of Kentucky 
while in the senate was strongly oppos­ 
ed to the extension of the territory of 
the United States beyond the American 
continent, and had he remained in that 
body would have voted against I he an­ 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands. 
His attitude on this question is nat­ 
urally somewhat modified by existing 
conditions. 
When asked in Washing­ 
ton recently to state his views as to the 
proper course for the United States to 
pursue in agreeing to terms of peace 
with Spain, Mr. Blackburn said: 
“ In my judgment it would have been 
wise after Dewey destroyed the Spanish 
Aeet in Manila to have ordered him 
home and to have allowed his vessels 
to help form a cordon about Cuba and 
Porto Rico. In that way he would have 
been relieved of any com plications over 
those islands, for in a general way I 
think we have much to lose and noth­ 
ing to gain by such a possession. If we 
had not annexed the Hawaiian Islands, 
I would not favor holding anything 
there now, but under present conditions 
I think we should take the island in 
the Philippine group w ith the best har­ 
bor—probably the island of Luzon— 
and hold it as a naval station, letting 
the balance of the islands g a 
If there 
should be any international complica­ 
tions before the w ar is over, we may 
depend upon Great Britain, with her 
760 warships, being at onr back, and in 
that event the islands should be turned 
over to Great Britain. 
“ But whatever we do we should 
have no joint interests w ith any other 
government in the Philippines or any­ 
where else. The joint protectorate we 
have over the Samoan islands should be 
a lesson in that regard. The Philippines 
should not be passed over to Spain un 
til we have collected an indemnity for 
our war expenses. The law of gravita­ 
tion applies to political matters as sure 
ly as it applies to water. We will keep 
Porto Bico, and the law of political 
gravitation w ill bring Cuba to us in 
tim e.” — Washington Star.

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 5.—Oolonsl Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt of the rough riders has 
succeeded in hurrying the movements 
of the war department in fetching 
Shatter’s army away from Santiago, 
though in his disregard of convention­ 
alities he has drawn upon his head a 
rather sharp rebuke from the secretary 
of war, who evidently regards the 
course pursued by Colonel Roosevelt as 
being calculated to injure discipline, 
though inspired by the most worthy 
motives. 
It is only fair to state that 
the war department for some tim e has 
been iufceut upon removing these troops, 
and it is now more than a week ago 
that General Shafter was instructed by 
a special cablegram to cheer up the sol­ 
diers by publicly informing them of 
this determination. 
The denar tment yesterday gave oat a 
statement of its recourses in the way of 
transports at Santiago, and also, as an 
incident, directed attention to the fact 
thai the troops cannot be w ithdraw n as 
a whole until the Spanish prisoners are 
disposed of. Otherwise there is no cer­ 
tainty mat, finding themselves able to 
do so, the Spaniards woald not over­ 
power their captors, repossess them ­ 
selves of Santiago. 
It is, however, the 
expectation that all 
the 
American 
troops will have been removed from 
Santiago to the U nited States by the 
end of this month. 
It has already provided for their re­ 
ception an ideal camp at Montauk 
Point, L. I., and orders were sent for­ 
ward Wednesday . to begin the home­ 
ward movement by embarking at San­ 
tiago five cavalry regiments of Shaf­ 
ter^ force, including Roosevelt’s rough 
riders. 


SECRETARY ALGER’S REBUKE

“ We, the undersigned officers com­ 
manding the various brigades, divisions, 
etc., of the army of the occupation in 
Cuba, are of the unanimous opinion 
that this army should be at once taken 
out of the island of Cuba aud sent to 
some point on the northern sea coast of 
the United States; that it can be done 
without danger to the people of the 
United States; that yellow fever in the 
army at present is not epidemic; that 
there are only a few sporadic cases, but 
tnat the army is disabled by malarial 
fever to the extent that its efficiency is 
destroyed, and that it is in a condition 
to be practically destroyed by an epi­ 
demic of yellow fever, which is sure to 
come in the near future. 
“ We know from the reports of com­ 
petent officers and from personal ob­ 
servations that the army is unable to 
move into the interior and that there 
are no facilities for such a move if at­ 
tempted until too late. Moreover, the 
best medical authorities of the island 
say that with our present equipment 
we could not live in the interior daring 
the rainy season without losses from 
malarial fever, which is 
almost as 
deadly as yellow fever. 
“ This army must be moved at once 
or perish. 
As the army can be safely 
moved now, the persons responsible for 
preventing such a move will be respon­ 
sible for the nnneocessary loss of many 
thousands of lives. 
“ Our opinions are the result of care­ 
ful personal observation, and they are 
bas«d on the unanimous opinion of our 
medical officers with the army, who un­ 
derstand the situation absolutely.”

Hag had been raised in the Philippines 
and no man in America would permit 
it to be haulded down.

Senator Cullom said the Nicaragua 
canal would be built, and praised Presi­ 
dent McKinley’s conduct of the war, as 
did Congressman Hitt. Senator Cul­ 
lom said Mason and Dixon’s line had 
been blotted out and we were one 
people. 
Lx-Senator Reagan said it might as 
well be w ritten down that Cuba would 
soon be a part of the United States. 
The American people were interested 
in the ,construction of the Nicaragua 
canal, aud he believed we would have 
to have coaling stations in Samoa, the 
I ladrone islands and at Manila.

W ashington, Aug. 5.—Thera was an 
expectation at the state department 
that perhaps towards the close of the 
afternoon yesterday some word might 
be received from Spain through the 
French ambassador in reply to the 
president’s deliverance Wednesday upon 
the autiject of peace conditions. This 
expectation was based upon the fact 
that the terms themselves had not been 
modified in any essestial point, so that 
there was little occasion for prolonged 
discussion by 
the 
Spanish cabinet, 
which was presumed to have thoroughly 
considered this m atter before rendering 
the first reply. 
However, it was per­ 
ceived from the news dispatches that 
the Madrid cabinet meeting had been 
inconclusive, so it was then presumed 
that noshing definite could be expected 
before today at the earliest. 
There is a confident belief among the 
administration officials that the Span­ 
ish government will accept the terms 
laid down by the president, and that 
the delay of a day or two in recogniz­ 
ing the inevitable is to be accounted for 
by reasons of Spanish internal politics, 
which would not countenance an unre­ 
sisting submission without at least a 
display of purpose to improve the terms. 
This, however, cannot be accomplished, 
and the French ambassador, who is 
well aware of that fact, unquestion­

erence to General Garcia aud the Cu­ 
bans will be ventilated. 
The Cuban 
leaders will point to Admiral Sampson’s 
receipt as the evidence that the Spanish 
sailors were not in danger of their lives, 
but had been formally captured and 
put under guard when the American 
naval officers had reached the beach. 
It is regarded as singular that Ad­ 
miral Sampson’s report failed to men­ 
tion the Cubans’ instrum entality in the 
capture of Cervera and his men. 
The 
Spanish sailors, as they leaped from the 
deck of the ship into the surf, were 
armed with their sailors’ knives, and it 
was their intention to make their way 
back to Santiago. 
Colonel Cebreoo and 
his men, however, foiled this attem pt 
and forced the surrender of the sailors. 
The stories which were told at the 
time, that the American sailors were 
forced to take the Spaniards from the 
hands of the Cubans in order to save 
them from destruction, are denied bv 
Colonel Oebreco, who points to Samp­ 
son’s receipt for them as evidence they 
were being properly held. Other docu­ 
ments which will arrive in this coun­ 
try along with the original receipt will 
also contain information calculated to 
place General Garcia and his men in a 
mach better light before the American 
people. 
It is now claimed that when Acting 
Rear Admiral Sampson left the fleet 
before the battle he signaled for the 
commanders of the vessels not to ob­ 
serve his signals.

Engineer George then stated there 
would be 6,500 yards of paving to be 
taken up and relaid in Lincoln avenue, 
1,800 yards in Avondale street and 75 
yards in Jefferson street at a cost of 60 
eents a yard. 
There was also about 200 
feet of cu rbing to be reset at a cost of 
| 20, m aking the total cost $8,904, or 
practically $4,000. 
Six hundred dollars was estimated to 
repair the damage at the foot of Avon­ 
dale street, and it will take $4,500 to 
put in the three culverts in East End. 
Engineer George then called attention 
to the fact that the side drain in Cal 
cutta road was working out and grave 
or slag should be placed on the road. 
Mr. Ashbaugh then said : “Don’t von 
think or don’t council think that after 
Lincoln avenue had stood for years and 
it was torn up by a gas company that 
they should pay the bill or be compelled 
to fix the street? The ordinance reads 
that they shall use not less than a 40 
pound weight when they repave instead 
of a pine board. Did yon ever have any 
trouble with a hill street before they be 
gan tearing it up?” 
Engineer George replied that if the 
gas company was the cause of the dam 
ages it shonld pay it, but that Avondale 
street had caused the oity some trouble.

The many people who are interested 
Young Men’s Christian association 
yyork in the army will be pleased to 
’earn that it will be continued so long 
as the Ohio regiments are in the field or 


d o i n g garrison duty. 
This conclusion 
was reached at a meeting of the execu­ 
tive 
co m m ittee 
held in 
Columbus, 
after Secretary Kling had reported on 
the good already accomplished. 
He gaid in the report that the work 
was to be commended for the careful­ 
ness with which it was done,and that in 
all of the camps the Ohio regiments 
have been cared for in the most satisfac 
tory manner. 
It was a conceded fact in 
the regiments from other states that no 
pet of soldiers have been so well cared 
for than those from this state. 
The state has put about $3,000 into the 
work so far and the results have been 
w onderful. 
One of the greatest effects 
of the work is to make the men con­ 
tented, and this one feature is com­ 
mented on by all of the colonels of the 
regiments as one of the most valuable 
aids to discipline. 
W ith this assistance 
the colonels have been able to keep or­ 
der and do with their men w hat they 
could not have done nuder any other 
circumstances. 
The new feature of the work that was 
considered was that for the men of the 
Tenth at Camp Bushnell. 
So far noth­ 
ing has been done in that line, owing to 
the uncertainty of the length of time the 
regiment would be in camp. 
The asso­ 
ciation did not care to go into the ex­ 
pense of maintaining a camp unless 
there was some prospect they would be 
there for some time. 
The following communication was 
prepared to be sent over the state : 
"The committee calls especial at­ 
tention to the fact that the temptations 
surrounding those men in camp or in 
garrison duty, or in times of peace, are 
really far greater than the temptations 
to which the men are exposed while in 
more active service. 
The committee 
does not hesitate to say that money, and 
even more money than has been con­ 
tributed already, will be needed for the 
work; and it calls upon the parents and 
the friends of the members of these 
regiments to immediately, and to the 
utmost of their ability, secure by organi­ 
zation or through individual efforts, the 
largest possible gifts and subscriptions 
for this work.” 
Regarding their work in the field now 
going on, they said they would maintain 
that as long as any of the Ohio soldiers 
were in camp in this country. 
The 
committee sent the following communi­ 
cation to the field secretaries: "A l­ 
though recognizing the great difficulties 
that confront os from now on in the 
maintenance of the work in the camp 
and garrison, because of the feeling on 
the part of the people at large that the 
necessity of this work closes w ith the 
treaty of peace, the committee feels that 
it must not be abandoned, if possible to 
Mmre the means for its maintenance. 
The committee suggests that petitions 
for the continuance of this work, com­ 
bined with personal pledges for its sup­ 
port, be circulated among the regim ents; 
aud that all members of the regiments 
be requested to communicate to their 
friends at home, explaining the need 
and the practical valne of the work, and 
their co-operation by personal con­ 
tributions, either direct or through the 
*oeal association, and by oo-operations 
*ithnnch associations and others in 
organized efforts in behalf of this move­ 
ment.”

Ex-Senatnr Blackburn of Kentucky 
while in tn« senate was strongly oppos­ 
ed to the extension of the territory of 
the United States beyond the American 
continent, and had he remained in that 
body would have voted against the an­ 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands. 
His attitude on this question is nat­ 
urally somewhat modified by existing 
conditions. 
When asked iii Washing­ 
ton recently to state his views as to the 
proper course for the United States to 
pursue in agreeing to terms of peace 
with Spain, Mr. Blackburn said: 
“ In my judgment it would have been 
wise after Dewey destroyed the Spanish 
fleet in Manila to have ordered him 
home and to have allowed his vessels 
to help form a cordon about Cuba and 
Porto Rico. In that way he would have 
been relieved of any complications over 
those islands, for in a general way I 
think we have much to lose and noth­ 
ing to gain by such a possession. If we 
had not annexed the Hawaiian Islands, 
I would not favor holding anything 
there now, but under present conditions 
I think we should take the island in 
the Philippine group with the best har­ 
bor—probably the island of Luzon— 
and hold it as a naval station, letting 
the balance of the islands go. 
If there 
should be any international complica­ 
tions before the war is over, we may 
depend upon Great Britain, with her 
760 warships, being at our back, and in 
that event the islands should be turned 
over to Great Britain. 
“ But whatever we do we should 
have no joint interests with any other 
government in the Philippines or any­ 
where else. The joint protectorate we 
have over the Samoan islands should be 
a lesson in that regard. The Philippines 
should not be passed over to Spain un- j 
til we have collected an indemnity for 
our war expenses. The law of gravita­ 
tion applies to political matters as sure­ 
ly as it applies to water. We will keep 
Porto Rico, and the law of political; 
gravitation will bring Cuba to us in j 
time.”—Washington Star.

7 :30 o’clock Shaffer and I went over the 
river to Mr. Pagh’s farm in Virginia to 
get a cow for Rinehart, but we did not 
get it, Mr. Pugh saying Rinehart had 
telephoned to leave the cow there 
On the return we made no stop until 
we reached the bridge. 
We had one 
dozen pint bottles of beer when we 
started.and all that we drank was on the 
road over. 
I don’t know how mauv I 
drank. 
We gave one to Mr. Cunning­ 
ham, two to Mr. Allison, one to a man 
with btry, one to the people on the 
bridge who got the last bottle. 
One of 
them hollowed ‘Kid, give us a drink.’ 
I got out of the buggy aud gave the bot­ 
tle, telling them it was all I had. I 
gave 
it 
to 
Richardson, I 
think 
McConnaughy handed me a cigarette, 
aud wanted to know if I woald smoke 
I told him I didn’t use it. He then said, 
you get out of here or f will shoot you,’ 
aud pulling a revolver pointed it at me. 
A girl stepped between us.

her to one side and he shot ”
